The hearing was concluded of the ez 
parte application of the Cavan County Coun- 
cil for an order removing into the High 
Court a decree of the Cavan Circuit Court

ailieborough, for £2 18s: 9d. for poor rate, 
in order that, it being thus registered in the 


High Court, it would become a prior charge 


on the lands of the defendant; The Master 
of the High Court had declined to receive 
the decree, on the ground that it could not 
be held to be a decree within Section 17 of 
the Poor Relief Act, 1849. His ruling was 
affirmed by the High Court, and the County 
Council appealed to the Supreme Court, 

Mr. Michael Ryan, K.C., and Mr. F. M. 
Duffy (instructed by Messrs. Francis 
McBreen and Co.) appeared for the Cavan 
County Council. a. 

The Chief Justice, in the course of an 
extensive judgment, said that the provisions 
of Section 17 of the Poor Relief Act, 1849, 
were special provisions relating to a civil 
bill decree for rates, and to no other kind 
of civil bill decree; and, even without enter- 
ing upon the legal questions that had arisen, 
it was clear at the outset that the Master of 
the High Court was perfectly correct in re- 
fusing to register the decree, because it was 
a decree for a sum of money without stating 
for what: the money was recovered. By 
none of the papers tendered.in Court did it 
appear that this was a judgment for rates, 
and consequently, as it appeared before the 
Court, there was no evidence that the judg- 
ment was a judgment to which the Section 
BLAS and it seemed to him that the 
officials of the Court, apart from everything 
else, had no option but to reject the registra- 
tion of this document.

In his statement of claim the plaintiff setj 
out that the Rev. Michael J. Tully, P.p., 
Clarenbridge, County Galway, made his will 
on 4th January, 1928, the executors being tha 
Very Rev. Joseph Cassidy, PP. st, 
Colman’s, Gort (mow Archdeacon), and the 

laintiff himself. The testator died on 28th 
March, 1928, apd on 19th July, 1929, probate 
of his will was granted to the executors. 
Before his death the testator was beneficial|y 
entitled to a sum of £2,860, and on 19th 
January, 1928, he deposited that sum in the 
Limerick branch of the Provincial Bank in 
the joint names of himself and the defendant, 
the Right Rev. Dean Considine. A deposit 
receipt, marked “not transferable,’ was 
issued by A. V..Walsh, for the bank m: na ger, 
in the following terms: '“ Received from the 
Rev. M. J. T ly, P.P., Clarenbridge, and 
Right Rev. Monsignor Considine, Dean, P P., 
vi. Galway, the sum of £2,860 sterling to 
be accounted for at our office here. To them 
or either of them. ' 


TO RENOVATE CHAPEL 
On the occasion of the deposit the testator 
sent to the bank manager a document, statin,: 
* Enclosed cheque is intended to renovate my 
native parish chapel of Carron, Corofin, 
County Clare. The renovation will consist of 
a white marble altar, cut-stone mullions on 
gable and other windows, and stained glass 
windows as far as money will permit, leaving 
a sufficient balance for lead lights if neces- 


At the same time the testator gave instruc. 
tions to the bank manager that this document, 
together with the deposit receipt, should be 
enclosed in an envelope and posted after his 
death to Dean Considine. The defendant, 
Monsignor Considine, continued the statment 
of claim, was not aware of the existence of tha 
deposit or of the deposit receipt, or of the 
document quoted, until after the death of 
Father Tully. In making the deposit in his 
own name and that of Monsignor Considine 
the testator did not intend that Monsignor 
Considine should have any beneficial interest 
in the money on deposit, and the £2,860 with 
interest was not subject to any trust, but was 
an asset of Father Tully at the date of his 
death. After testator’s death Dean Considine 
obtained control of the money and transferred 
the deposit from the bank, “ and has refused, 
and stall refuses, to account for same to the 
plaintiff, Michael Moran, as executor under 
the will.” The other executor, the Ven. Arch. 
deacon Cassidy, had refused to be joined as 
plaintiff in this action, and for that reason 
was named a defendant. 


ACCOUNT OF PROPERTY 

Plaintiff claimed that the £2,860, with in. 
terest, formed portion of the assets of tha 
Rev. Michael Tully ; asked that an account ba 
taken of the property of the testator which 
might have come to the hands of Dean Con. 
sidine ; that Dean Considine be ordered to pay 
the money to the executors, and that Arch- 
deacon Cassidy, as am executor, be ordered 
to perform all necessary acts to secure that 
the money comes safely to the hands of the 
executors. 

In his defence, the Right Rev. Monsignor A, 
J. Considine said that he had never claimed, 
and did not claim, any beneficial interest for 

in the money represented by the 
deposit receipt, but denied that. it formed any 
portion of the assets of the testator. Tha 
heard standing to the credit, oí the joint, de- 
posit account, was, “ prior to, and at the data 
of the death of TE sienélar man, impressed 
with, and subject to, certain trusts.” The 
itestator, in placing. the £2,860 on deposit 
upon joint account, . to make, and did 
in fact make, “a and valid gift of 
this sum to himself and-this defendant jointly 
as trustees to hold. the same upon trust for 
the renovation of the deceased’s parish chapel 
of Carron, Corofin.”” Accordingly, the bene- 
ficial interest in the money did not pass to 
the personal representatives of the testator, 
and should be applied in the execution of the 
trust, In the alternative, this defendant fur- 
ther said that on 19th January, 1928, the 
testator was suffering from an incurable 
disease and was in actual contemplation of 
death, and made a valid gift by way of 
donatio mortis causa of the deposit by de- 
livering the receipt to the bank manager, with 
a direction to transmit it to the defendant 


after bis death. 


A STRANGER 
The Venerable Archdeacon Cassidy, the 
second defendant, in his defence, said that he 
was a strangér to most of the matters al- 
leged,. and submitted his rights and duties as 
executor to the Court. 

Mr, W. Jellett, K.C., Mr. M. Comyn, 
K.C., and Mr. M. Danaher (instructed by 
Mr. T. J. Hunt) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. J, M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. T. 
J. Conolly (instructed by Mr. L. E. O'Dea) 
for the defendants. . 

In his.opening statement Mr. Jellett sub- 
mitted that the deposit of the £2,860 in the 
circumstances set out in the statement of 
claim showed that it was not a gift, a trust or 
a donatio mortis causa. So long as he was 
alive, Father Tully could have walked into 
the bank and drawn outathe whole of it. Dean 
Considine knew nothing about the deposit 
until after Father Tully’s death, and it was 
conceded that the Dean had no personal in 
terest whatever in it. The document left 
with the bank manager that the deposit was 
intended for the renovation of Carron Chapel 
had no effect; the only document that could 
be made operative after death should be ia 
the nature of a will. Father Tully had drawn 
up a codicil to his will, in which he said 
that the £2,860 was for the renovation of 
Carron Chapel, where he had been baptisec, 
but he did not sign that codicil. Every ele 
ment essential to making the deposit a 1" 
a trust or a donatio mortis causa was m's510 
and counsel submitted that the mone) 
part of the assets of the testator with ' 
the executors had to deal.

N my previous article on this subject ] 
dealt with some of the principles under- 
lying a correct system of exercises.

And when you are doing the exercises 
in class see that vou wear the lightest 
possible clothing; for the skin needs to 
breathe as well as the lungs. | 


SKIN MUST BREATHE 


Breathing is one of the main functions 
of the skin. By this means it not only 
maintains a balance between heat and 
cold, but actually eliminates poisonous 
waste matter from the body. 

Most of us adapt ourselves to the winter 
by piling on extra clothes, whereby we not 
only waste energy (“normal ” winter 
clothing weighs often well over one stone), 
but inhibit the natural functions of the 
skin. 

The sensible thing, then, is to train the 
skin by constant ‘“‘airing’’ to adapt 
itself to the seasons, so that only light 
clothing need be worn at all times. This 
has the further advantage of reducing the 
danger of colds and chills. 

Women’s clothing in the last ten years 
has taken an enormous stride in the right 
direction—-but..how. many millions still 
wear that barbarous garment the corset? 
Worse still are rubber corsets or bands 
for “ reducing.’’

ZAGREB, Thursday. 


ESTERDAY I witnessed in the streets 

of Zagreb one of the student demon- 

strations which are among the features of 

life in this city. As a demonstration it 

had little to single it out from the others. 

For the last few weeks there has scarcely 
been a day without its processions. 

Gangs of students march round the 
square, four abreasi, with policemen, fully 
armed and with drawn swords, trotting 
wistfully behind them. The martial 
appearance of the police has been in sharp 
contrast to their behaviour. They have 
been more like school teachers benevolently 
shepherding a crocodile than armed police- 
ment suppressing a riot. | 

There have been good reasons for this ; 
for until yesterday the demonstrators had 
been very few, and their objects of a highly 
respectable and patriotic nature. 


OPPOSITION TO RECTOR 


But yesterday’s performance was rather 
different. It was not the usual demon- 
stration against Hungary and Italy as in- 
stigators of the Marseilles murders. The 
object of the students’ rage was the Rector 
of their own university, and the windows 
of their own buildings were the target for 
their stones | 

Across the main square hung an enor- 
mous banner, inscribed: ‘‘ Down with the 
Rector! Long live Yugoslavia! ' Across 
another building was the proclamation of 
the counter-demonstrators: ‘‘ Long live the 
Rector and the Autonomy of the Univer- 
sity! ’’ 

The windows behind each banner were 
filled with the excited faces of students, 
many of whom had spent the night there. 
Occasionally there were brisk sallies from 
one building to another. Stones flew up 
and oneal and broken glass came down. 
The air was filled with pamphlets and 
frightened pigeons. Then innumerable 
policemen would sweep like a tornado 
across the square, driving the spectators 
down by the side streets, but leaving the 
students much as they were. 

What was it all about? 

The papers this morning have nothing 
to say about it, and yet the demonstrations 
had a rather special significance. A week 
ago the prominent citizens of Zagreb, in- 
cluding the Rector himself, the Catholic 
Archbishop, the ex-Mayor, the President 
of the Academy, and Ivan Mestrovic, the 
world-famous sculptor, signed a petition 
and sent it to Belgrade with a deputation. 
The petition caused a great deal of excite- 
ment in the country, particularly as it was 
supported by another from the intellectuals 
Yet, although everybody 
knows its. terms, they have not been 
printed in any Yugoslav paper. 


THE PETITION 


First and foremost, the petitioners 
asserted their loyalty to the Yugoslav 
oe and the ideal of unity. Since many 
of the sig i

Rector and made them scream for his 


resignation on the grounds of his dis- 
loyalty and lack of patriotism. The special 
privileges mentioned in the petition are 
the the very privileges which have enabled 
them to make their voices heard above 
their fellow students. 

The “ Yak,’’ or Yugoslav Academic 
Club, is a small, but powerful, group of 
students who can count on police pro- 
tection and Government support, and are 
granted any pleasant little privileges and 
perquisites, such as reduced fares on the 
railways. Croat opinion has been alienated 
from the nationalist organisations, so the 
activities of the “ Yak,’’ mainly restricted 
now to non-Croats, usually take a 
definitely anti-Croat form. 


NOT ONE HUNDRED 


To their appeal for his resignation the 
Rector has replied that he will resign if 
they can collect even a hundred signatures 
from their fellow-students. The demon- 
strators have failed to do so. The. vast 
majority of the students, who number four 
or five thousand, stand by their Rector. 
At the same time it would be unsafe to 
deduce from this that the Rector will win. 

In all the northern provinces it is felt 
that the moment has come when a 
generous gesture from Belgrade would 
secure te loyalty of Croatia for ever. 
Will this gesture be made? 

There are Croats who hope it will not, 
who are as bitter as any Serb against the 
conciliatory petition of the Rector and his 
associates. To them the one hope lies in 
a definite rupture with Belgrade and the 
establishment of an independent Croatia. 
All else is treachery to their ideal. To 
secure it they would even make terms 
with the Magyars, who for centuries have 
oppressed their ancestors. 

They look to German Nazis, to Italian 
Fascists they look everywhere 
none to Belgrade for a release from their 
troubles. Will the Belgrade Government 
win back the old affection and loyalty 
which for centuries the Croats felt for 
their Southern kinsmen, or is it already 
too late?

Himley Hall 


Though Himley Hall; lent by the Earl of 
Dudley to the Duke of Kent and Princess 
Marina for their honeymoon, only dates 
from the days of Queen Anne. The 
Dudleys have been associated with Himley 
district .since the twelfth century. ~In 
fact, it was a Dudley who made that part 
of ‘Worcestershire and South Staffordehire 
famous, It was in the seventeenth century 
that a son of the then Lord Dudley dis- 
covered how the great coalfield could be 
utilised in order to revolutionise industry. 
At that time iron was always smelted with 
wood. This youth, seeing his father’s 
woods disappearing, decided that coal 
could be used instead. His idea was tried 
out successfully, and although he suffered 
a great deal of opposition, and was rather 
victimised for the part he played in the 
Civil War, this particular Dudley 
triumphed in the end, He set up a 
furnace at Himley and a forge at Sedgley, 
and with these he turned out large quanti- 
ties of iron, thereby laying the foundation 
of the Dudley wealth.

An Irish Historian 


Since his return to Ireland a few years 
ago Mr. Francis Hackett has achieved a 
considerable reputation as the biographer 
of noted historical figures. He probably 
first became known to the mass of readers 
in these countries and in America. by his 
“Henry VIII.,” but nearly twenty years 
have elapsed since his first book, 
“ Horisons, ” was published in America. 
At the time of its {™blication he was 
Literary Editor of the famous American 
weekly, The New Republic, of which he 
was one of the founders, and the volume 
contains some of his essays from that 
periodical. In 1918 his “ Ireland,” which 
is an Irish history from a new angle, was 
published in New York, and later in a 
revised edition in Dublin. It was while 
studying the foreign policy of Wolsey for 
his “Henry VII.” that Mr. Hackett 
realised that no book about Francis I., 
the contemporary King of France, had 
done justice to the colourful personality 
of the Field of the Cloth of Gold and 
patron of the arts. Now resident in the 
Wicklow village of Newtownmountken- 
nedy since he retired from journalism in 
America, Mr. Hackett spent two years in 
Paris collecting materials for his study of 
Francis I. His wife is Signe Toksvig, the 
author of a glorious book on Hans 
Andersen.

‘Cidal Fogs

Free Air 52 


It is freguently asserted that no censor- 
ship can be imposed on what may be heard 
over the radio, but the Hungarian 
Minister of Commerce has other views 
on the subject. In a decree recently pub- 
lished in the Budapest Official Gazette the 
Minister forbids Hungarians to listen to 
propagandist speeches or lectures trans- 
mitted from foreign stations. In his ban 
he also includes performances which might 
be deemed to be propaganda. It is, in- 
deed, an offence to listen to anything 
“which might be calculated to endanger 
the social order of the country.” The 
decree defines, in rather general terms, 
what listeners are to understand by 
‘‘ propaganda performances,’’ but they 
will undoubtedly have difficulty in making 
the necessary distinctions. Breaches of 
the order are punishable by fines, and in 
the event of repetition, by imprisonment 
for any period up to two months. How 
breaches of the order are to be detected 
and proved aga'nst the offenders is not 
very clear, but probably neighbours will 
be urged to spy on one another and give 
information to the authorities. At all 
events, there is one country that attempts 
to have a censorship on radio broadcasts.

T a meeting of the Statistical and Social 
A Inquiry Society of Ireland, held at 
the Royal Irish Academy, Dublin, last 
night, Mr. J. C. M. Easow, M.A., read a 
be entitled ''Some Comments upon the 
port of the Commission on the Registrat.on 
of shops.”’ 
In the course of his paper Mr, Eason eid 
that economic considerations determined the 
manufacturers’ choice of methods of «istai- 
bution. There was no uniform and 
practice. Shops were opened by citizens who 
rceived an opportunity for service to the 
public. Little attention was ES by those 
engaged in active trade to the theoretical pro- 
blems dealt with in the report. The idea | 
that there were too many shops had not 
originated from the experience of ‘manu- 
facturers or wholesalers. 
The employment aspect of the shop-trading 
position was not dealt with in the report, but 
was referred to in Professor Shields’s evidence 
in the Appendix, It was an important factor. 
The treatment of the problems connected with 
retail distribution was inadequate. The state- 
ment, unaccompanied by any facts, that there 
was a multiplicity of shops, was meaningless. 
Whether was re tion or the census of 
distribution the be method of securing the 
necessary details? The licensing recommenda- 
tions introduced many complications which 
did not arise from registration. The report 
understated the difficulty arising from the 
number of “mixed” shops. The census of 
distribution was regarded as unsuitable as a 
basis for licensing. Assuming that a basis 
for licensing could be reached, the paper 
dealt with the difficulties under the fol 
headings :—Cost ; problem of renewals ; quali- 
fication for trading; competition for shops: 
classification of goods; the danger of restrict- 
ing the outlets for the manufacturer in the 
am of goods. The duties of the licensin 
authority, when examined, were that it ha 
to make decisions without being able to 
measure facts—namely, the needs of the 
public, the value of the service given, the 
profit that the trader was to be allowed. . 
Particular reference was made to the claim 
of the Commission, that it merely adopted 
as the policy controlled and operated by the 
State a policy which, in the opinion of the 
British Committee, held out definite advan- 
tages. Interference by the State created a 
difference in kind, and not merely in degree 


CONCLUSIONS 


Examination of the report led to the fol- 
lowing conclusions: Mete registration would 
be useless. Detailed information regarding 
shops, so as to provide a basis for 
discrimination or judgment, would be ex- 
pensive to secure, but was if action 
was to be taken, Licensing presented diffi- 
cult problems, for which there was, as yet, 
no available basis from which decisions could 
be reached. The evidence that either, or 
both, were required to protect the public 
interest was incomplete, and the relation be- 
tween the number of shops and the prices 
at which goods were sold had been examined 
most inadequatcly. 
Professor George O’Brien, proposing a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Eason, expressed complete 
agreement with Mr. Eason’s conclusions, He 
said that the connection between high retail 
prices and the large number of shops was 
generally assumed without sufficient inquiry 
into its truth, and gave reasons for thinking 
that the part played by retailing costs in 
widening the margin between prices received 
by producers and those paid by consumers 
tended to be exaggereted. He argued further 
that in so far as the price level was affected 
by retailing costs, the number of retailing 
units was less important than the disorderly 
marketing siatioat of consumers. 
The insistence of manufacturers on price 
maintenance, he suggested, was the real ex- 
planation of the high retail prices of many 
commodities. The prohibition of such price 
maintenance contracts would result in a re- 
duction of the number of retailers, without 
the administrative, expense and difficulties 
involved in licensing. He was not in favour, 
however, of such a prohibition, as the effect 
on prices would ofbbatly be slight, and any 
good results arising from a reduction of 
prices would be outweighed by the interfer- 
ence with the liberty of traders, the incon- 
venience to consumers and the increased un- 
employment caused by the elimination of 
many smal] retail shops. 


THE REAL TROUBLE 


Professor J. Johnston, F.,T.C.D., in second- 
ing, said that bureaucratic control of all 
economic activities was a feature of the de- 
clining Roman Empire. The real trouble was 
the decay of commerce and the dissolution of 
the exchange economy that was silently 
taking place. 
Statistics of the proportion of shops to 
total population in different counties were 
8 misleading, and no inference could. be 
rawn from them about multiplicity of shops 
in any county. Multiplicity of shops im- 
plied a high standard of consumption. The 
Shops Commission were looking for some. 
thing worth finding, but they did not find 
it. In comparison with. their restrictive 
licensing proposals he preferred the present 
unregulated freedom. The licensing system 
he did recommend involved the imposi. 
tion of a flat rate tax of £5 on all shops, to 
be treated as part payment of income tax 
in the ese of the 25 per cent. of shopkeepers 
who did pay income tax. Such a tax 
could not be passed on to the consumer in 
any form. It would tend to eliminate the 
least efficient. shops, and by distributing their 
trade among the survivors, raise the margin 
of efficiency, and lower the marginal price at 
which the least efficient surviving shop could 
afford to sel] and still keep going. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Edgeworth, who sup- 
ported the resolution, said that it was reces- 
sary to realise that the efficiency of any social 
organisation was almost entirely dependent 
on the efficiency of the human instruments 
which er necessarily employed for its 
realisation. The systems of social organisa- 
tion with which they were concerned might 
be divided into three classes—systems based 
on private ownership and individual enter- 
prise; systems based on State monopolies, 
and systems in which private enterprise was 
retained, but was placed urider State control 
and State restriction. He dealt with each 
of the systems at some length, and said that 
for various reasons State enterprises, worked 
as they were by men and women, and not by 
angels, had not hitherto yielded results which 
were any better than those which were 
obtained under a system of private enterprise. 
Professor Shields and others supported the 


resolution, and it was passed,

‘The first and most 
famous of all these was the Greco Roman 
roup in marble, which Pope Pius ITI. brought 
rom his palace in Rome about 1502 in his 
last. journey to Siena.

The lecturer went on to discuss a long series 
of’ representations of the Graces, demonstrat- 
ing a profound historical knowledge of his 
subject, and giving much new and interesting 
data concerning them. 

Concluding, he said that the unknown 
Greek who originally devised the theme of the 
Three Graces still excited the emulation of 
mankind.

ENJOYABLE RECITAL

MR. HAROLD R. WHITE'S 
COMPOSITIONS 


A recital of particular interest waa given 
last night at the Unitarian Church, St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, when music-lovers 
had the opportunity to hear a programme 
devoted entirely to compositions by Mr. 
Harold R. White. For more than thirty years 
Mr. White has been an. earnest and 
indefatigable composer, and has published a 
fairly large collection of works in varying 
fields, which have won for him a wide public, 
One calls te mind readily such songs as 
“ Macushla ”’ (sung by John Count McCormack), 
“Fairy Waves’’ (which won a gold medal 
award in London), the lovely “Song of an 
Irish Mother,” and ‘‘The Shepherdess” as 
samples of his art in that meter, while his 
cantata, ‘‘Hymn of St. Patrick at Tara,” 
written two years ago, and presented for the 
first time by the Dublin Philharmonic 
Society, and his opera, “Shaun the Post,” 
produced nearly a decade ago, represent his 
work in a higher scale. Most of these works 
have been published under the pen name 
“ Dermot MacMurrough,” so that last nights 
recital, in addition to giving one the oppor: 
tunity to hear a collection of these composi- 
tons, served the purpose of enlightening the 
uninitiated. 
The programme, in the setting of the 
Unitarian Church, had of necessity to be on 
the graver side, and the audience heard 
anthems, solo and part songs, and instru- 
meutal works. The opening anthem, “ All 
Thy works praise Thee,’’ was composed as 
far back as 1898 in the form of chorales 
and contralto solo, the final chorale 
being suggested by Wagner's “ Meister- 
singers." The solo part was beautifully 
sung by Miss Eva Tomsohn, and with her in 
the chorale parts were the Misses Kathleen 
Moore and ith Mortier, Robert Harrison, 
Donald Beaven and the composer himself, 
with -Mr. Arthur Thornton at the organ. 
Both this anthem and the succeeding ‘‘ Bless 
the Lord, O my Soul,”’ had a fine spiritual 
atmosphere. One liked the setting, too, of 
the part-song, '“ The Silent Land,” with 
which the composer won the Feis Ceoil award 
for composition in 1898, The musical setting 
of “‘ Waiting for the May” reflected very 
faithfully the mood of the poet Denis Florence 
McCarthy. The rare beauty of the com- 
ser’s “ The Shepherdess’ was reflected in 
is setting of the little work as a part-song. 
It was one of the most enjoyable perform- 
ances of the recital. An interesting contribu- 
tion also was “A Little Sun, a Little Rain ”' 
—a song which Mr, White composed and 
resented as a,wedding gift to Miss Gwen 
eCormack, daughter of the famous tenor, 
on the occasion of her marriage. On the 
present occasion it was sung as a solo and 
chorus, and the treatment was worthy of the 
music and of the beauty of Stopford Brooke's 
poem. 
Two violin solos, “‘ Un Nutt de Mai" and 
“* Nachthed,’”’ were pleasant, tuneful efforts. 
Mr, White himself played the accompani- 
ments for these.

PROPOSALS IN THE 
NEW BILL 


OBJECTION TO STATE 
CONTROL 


OVING the second reading of the 
Agricultural Marketing (Pig Indus- 
try) Bill in the Northern Parliament 

amh. the Minister of Agricultare (Sir 

sil Brooke) said that the pims and bacon 
marketing schemes had been in operation for 
over @ year, and he would be a bold man 
who would deny the great advantage it has 
been io the Northern province aa a whole. 
Despite the many difhculties that had been 
encountered since 1932 the population of 


breeding pigs had been increased by 102 
per cent. between June, 1932, and June of 
this year. The production of Northern 


Ireland pigs for curing purposes in 1932 was 
approximately 270,000, and for the coming 
= the production is estimated at 542,000, 

his benefit had not been confined to 
farmers, but was reflected in many trading 
concerns 

The reason for the present bill was a 
serious difficulty which arose a few weeks 
ago, and which necessitated immediate action 
and protection for the future. The Bacon 
Marketing Board failed to implement its 
agency agreement to hand over to the Pigs 
Marketing Board the Pigs Board levies, 
which curers had deducted for producers. 
The Bacon Board was several thousand 
pounds in arrears, and it was clear 
that the Bacon Marketing Board was not in 
& position to control its own constituents. The 
outstanding levies had been paid in full, but 
he (the guess 1 had come to tne conclu- 
sion that the inery for collecting it must 
he put on a secure footing, and one of the 
proposals in the bill was to make it a statu- 
tory obligation on all licensed curers to 
a a to the Ministry all contributions or 
evies. | 


THE BACON QUOTA 


The bill also transfers from the Bacon 
Board to the Ministry the daty of allocating 
the bacon quota to individual curers, so far 
as the home producer had been allowed un- 
hmited and uncontrolled 


| expansion in 
the home market. It was now 
necessary to estimate production ahead, as 


foreign countries must be told in advance, and 
for a period of a year what supplies of bacon 
and hams they will be permitted to send to 
the United Kingdom market. It was essential 
that the increasirg home production should 
be spread as far as practicable over the whole 
year, and this could be readily done by means 
of control of the output of bacon. It had be- 
come necessary and desirable to introduce a 
licensing scheme for new bacon factories. A 
new Pig Industry Courcil would be set up 
under the hill, consisting of three members 
nominated by each of the two Boards the 
Pigs Board and Bacon Board and three in- 
dependent members nominated by the 
Minister. One of the duties of the Council 
would be to advise the Ministry as to the 
hcensing of new factories. 

The Fill proposes to vest in the Pig Indus- 
try Council the duty of fixing prices for the 
various grades of pigs, and to give to the 
Ministry the unpleasant task of prosecuting 
any curer or pig producer who failed ta 
adhere to the price determination. The stan- 
dard prices to producers had been in the 
neighbourhood of 10s. a cwt. tess than in 
Great Pritain. This was a position it would 
not be possible to remedy completely as long 
as they were exporting pigs for curing in 
Great Britain, but,it was one which the 
Pig Industry Council and other factors would 
bring to a satisiactory solution im a short 
time. 

The bill also provided for the compulsory 
ge bacon, but not in the immediate 
uture; but the pig grading arrangements 
would continue in operation. 


STATE CONTROL 

Col. Gordon (U.) said that the bill was bring- 
ing State control into industry in a way that 
it would not attempt in regard to the linen 
or other industries. He deprecated the manrer 
in which controi in various industries was 
being handed over to Boards, and instanced 
the case of the Electricity Board, the ’Bus 
Fares Tribunal, and the proposed Transport 
Board. 

There was no limit row to the aspirations of 
bureaucracy. The best interests of those en- 
gaged in the pig and bacon trade was not to 

e secured by placing them under the 
absolute control of a Government department. 
This bill set up what he described as “a 
tame cat’’ council], subordinate of Stormont. 
He asked if the Ministry was going to give 
power to their own nominees on the Council 
to override the other methbers in the same 
wav as they had done in the Milk Council. 

Mr. Gamble (U.) said that fabulous salaries 
phould not be paid in connection with the 
Pig Marketing Council. Not one of those 
engaged im the trade ever thought it was 
going to cost 7s. to market a pig. 


MAKING A HASH OF IT 

Mr. Christie (U.) said the more he read the 
bill the more he became convinced that the 
Minister should withdraw it and introduce it 
jn a new form. Everyone knew full well the 
‘“‘hash”’ the Government departments made 
when they interfered in mdustry and com- 
merce. No self-respecting man would go on 
the Council which it was proposed to appoint 
under this bill. 

Mrs. Parker (U.) said she was surprised 
at the criticisms levelled at this measure by 
members representing country constituencies. 
She was the last person in the world to favour 
the methods of dictatorships, but she did 
not think these methods were being utilised 
in this case. ' 

Relerences had been made to a “ model 
State,” and she did not expect to see eye- 
to-eye with the Government in everything 
they did to bring this about; for instance, 
in regard to the Summary Jurisdiction Bill 
which was to be introduced, she felt that 
they were going too far. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott (U.) supported the bill 
on his own behalf and on behalf of the Pigs 
Marketing Board. : 

‘The Pigs Board had been encouraging the 
establishment of curing factories in the N orth, 
and they hoped the time was not far distant

Mr. Robert Crawford (U.) said he was in 
favour of the pigs marketing scheme but the 
powers of the Council or Boards shonld be 
curtailed, and such heavy levies should not 
be imposed. He thought the curers should 
get fair play, He also thongs fewer officials 


be appointed at smaller salaries, 


MINISTER’S REPLY 

The Minister of Agriculture (Sir Basil 
Brooke), replying, said all such schemes were 
open to criticism. They were entirely novel, 
and there were bound to be differences of 
opinion ; but he was surprised at the attitude 
of Colonel Gordon and Mr, Christie, who re- 
presented agricultural constituencies. The 
increase in the pig population was a true 
indication that tLe pig marketing schemes 
were a success. There was po comparison 
| between the pig trade and the linen ‘*n- 
dustries, because the latter had not controlled 
imports. He had no desire to have the 
power of prosecution of curers for breaking 
the hais transferred to the Ministry, but 
the Bacon Board was unable to prosecute its 
own members, and there was no use having 
fixed prices if these were to be broken. The 
4 way to prevent this was by prosecution, 
and that duty, reluctantly, would have to be 
undertaken by the Ministry. 

_ The fixing of prices must relate to prices 
in Great Britain 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour)—Are you going to 
fix the price to consumers’ 

The Minister of Agriculture—No; that 
does not come under the functions of the 
Board. : 

Proceeding, the Minister said that if the 
new scheme did not work he was prepared 
to set up new machinery to make it work; 
but he was determined that producers should 
get an economic return and that those in- 
tuaoise in the trade should prosper with 
aim.

They stated 
uile categorically that if any further schemes 
or the electrification of the railways were 
to be entertained, the companies considered 
it essential that they should have power to 
obtain supplies direct from the Central Board. 
Mr. Parkinson (Labour) considered that 
the bill was a step in the right direction, but 
he urged that any workmen who might be 
displaced by the closing of electrical supply

IRISH FREE STATE’S

Mr. ‘W..E. Elliot (Minister of Agriculture) 
moved that the Potato (Import Regulation) 
Onder, made under the Agricultural Markatiag 
| Act, 1933, and presented to the House on 
October 51, should be approved, 

He said that the desire was to control 
potatoes surplus to the requirements of the 
market in years of heavy crops. Potato 
growers had suffered badly because of the 
wide fluctuations in prices received for their 
crops, which between 1924 and 1935 had 
varied from over £8 to £2 6s. Od. per ton. 
The growers, having organised themselves, 
desired to bring into that organisation im- 
porters also, and the voluntary arrangements 
which had been in operation were to be made 
statutory by this Order. The interests of 
distributors and consumers had been saíe- 
guarded in the scheme, which provided for the 
licensing of importers. 

Dr. Addison said that the Labour Party 
would rot oppose the Order, which was the 
beginning of an organised licensing system 
which, under another Administration, would 
emancipate the country from the quackery of 
tariffs. At the same time, they thought that 
attempts to manipulate prices by artificial 
restrictions were wrong . There should be an 
attempt to meet the supply and demand 
situation without organising any artificial 
scarcity. } 

Mr. G. Buchanan (Labour) s ‘ed whether 
the Irish Free State was consulted in the 
saline way as the other interests concerned. 

Mr. Elliott replied that, while the usual 
channels between Great Britain and the Irish 
Free State had heen somewhat choked, the 
Irish Free State had no complaint of dis- 
courtesy or bad treatment by the British 
agricultural departments.

Mr. Elliot, replying, said that an oppor- 
tunity was offered to the Irish Free State to 
make a trade agreement with Great Britain, 
which ‘for reasons. of their own they did not 
accept, It was clear that for the time being, 
therefore, the Irish Free State was in a different 
position from other countries in tire Dominions 
which had made trade agreements with Great 
Britain. The fact that between 1951-’52 and 
1952-°33 the imports of potatoes from the 
Irish Free State rose from 5 per cent. to 
20 per cent. was sufficiently clear indication 
that there was no differentiation between, or 
penalisation of, the Irish Free State.

The Royal Wedding 


One by one Saorstát Éireann has cut the 
links that bound her aforetime to Great 
Britain; but the link of the Crown 
remains, no Jess secure in law than in 
the people’s hearts. On Wednesday night 
President de Valera announced that soon 
it would be “an impertinence’’ to refer 
to an Irish citizen as a British subject. 
His words passed well-nigh unheeded ; for 
there was only one topic of conversation 
in Dublin yesterday morning—the Royal 
wedding. The newspapers, with President 
de Valera’s speech, barely had been opened 
when they were folded again, and wireless 
sets were tuned to receive the ceremonial 
of the Duke of Kent’s marriage with 
Princess Marina of Greece. Let us grant 
that the event was awaited with interest 
in every civilised nation; let us grant 
that all the world loves a lover, and loves 
him the more when he is highly placed; 
yet it was no ordinary interest, and it 
was no mere sentimentality, that thus 
gave the lie to the republican professions 
of the Free State’s leaders. In devotion 
to the Crown no people are more steadfast 
than the people of Ireland. They snap 
their fingers at Acts of the British Parlia- 
ment; they have no illusions about British 
Ministers of State; they are determined 
not to accept dictation from any English 
source; but many suns must sink and die 


‘| before the King of England ceases to be 


the King of Ireland. Tradition is a potent 
influence upon the Irish people, and a 
tradition which, in fact, has existed for 
many hundreds of years cannot be swept 
away by a few strokes of a politician’s 
pen. Therein our Republicans must find 
the most formidable of all obstacles to the 
accomplishment of their aims—in that 
firm loyalty to the Crown which manifests 
itself so rarely, indeed, but in such con- 
vincing fashion. 

To the Royal bridegroom and his Royal 
bride Ireland sends her wishes for their 
long happiness. She sees in them not only 
a pair of young people of high lineage 
who have captured her affection, with the 
affection of the world, but a symbol ofthe 
perpetuity of that family and Crown 
which are her own inheritance. The word 
“ Republewan ' has two meanings in this 
country, and neither oí them can be 
ascribed truly to our people, In its inter- 
natioual sense of a spirit which will have 
nothing to do with monarchy—even such 
limited monarchy as that possessed by His 
Majesty King George the Fifth—the word 
is without significance in Ireland ; for the 
Irish people, as the great patriots of the 
past knew so well, have no trace of that 
republican spirit. In its second and 
colloquial sense, standing for the spirit 
which seeks complete independence of the 
British Commonwealth, it has little better 
application. The people of Ireland 
may vote for a Republican Government ; 
they may shout ‘‘ Up, the Republic,” and 
plaster the walls with separatist legends ; 
but the separatist spirit, as the effort to 
declare a Republic here will show, is not 
in them. President de Valera has carried 
the Free State far on the road to legal 
independence of the British Common- 
wealth. In theory, and in fact, she is a 
sovereign country, as completely mistress 
of her own destinies as any State on earth. 
There remains only the fine bond of the 
Crown, which holds the nations of the 
Commonwealth in free allegiance; but 
that bond is cherished by the people of 
this nation, and any final attempt to break 
it will be forbidden by their sleeping 
instincts, which will leap into life at the 
first real threat. 

There is yet another—a more mundane 
—teason why Ireland never will be a 
Republic either in the international or in 
the localised sense. Republicanism in- 
peal drabness, and pageantry is adored 
| of the Irish people. The splendour of 
yesterday’s ceremonial filled the hearts of 
innumerable men and women of this island 
| with a. ge Tobeliness ; and, doubtless, 
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day, not yea ‘the ala will re- 
assert itself—as soon, perhaps, as the 


| nation’s rulers realise that short coats are 


not inevitably the badge of democracy. The 
ceremonial attendant on the affairs of the 
Royal Family is a tradition of Great 
Britain, which derives dignity from its 
length. It is equally a long tradition of 
Ireland, and will return when the people 
of Ireland, shaken to their depths by the 
prospect of a Republic, make manifest, 
once for all, their kinship with the British 
Commonwealth and their allegiance to the 
Crown, 
——s 


Britain’s Arms 


“The only direct measure of defence 
upon a great scale,’’ said Mr. Winston 
Churchill in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday, “is the certainty of being 
able to inflict simultaneously upon the 
enemy as great damage as he can inflict 
upon ourselves.”” His words show how 
far men’s minds have travelled since the 
days when everybody hoped for salvation 
through disarmament; but, although we 
may regret the new spirit, we would be 
foolish if we did not accept it as inevit- 
able. Disarmament plans are at a dis- 
count, and now, when so many nations 
are preparing themselves, no country can 
afford to be found off its guard. Mr. 
Churchill’s speech was prompted by the 
suspicion (which has been shared by a 
number of Englishmen) that Great 
Britain’s defences have been allowed to 
become too weak for safety, He con- 
cerned himself particularly with the air, 
pointing out that the great and obvious 
danger lay in the growing strength of the 
German Air Force. There can be little 
doubt that Germany is re-arming, and 
that the air, as formerly, is receiving a 
great deal of her attention. If both 
countries kept to their ‘present pro- 
grammes, Mr. Churchill held that the 
German Air Force would be equal to that 
of the British by the middle of next year, 
and would be almost double its strength 
by 1937. Besides this consideration, it 
must be remembered that Germany’s civil 
air strength already is very great—much 
greater than that of Britain—and that 
nobody can tell whether or not these 
civilian machines can be altered for mili- 
tary purposes at short notice. The perils 
of an attack from the air need no descrip- 
tion, and Mr, Churchill put into words a 
fear that has been for some time in the 
minds of many people. It was well that 
the speech should be made; for it cleared 
the air and showed much of the fear to be 
groundless. Mr. Baldwin, who replied to 
Mr. Churchill, admitted the great strength 
of the German air arm; but pointed out 
also that Great Britain is by no means 
without defence. Germany’s present force, 
he said, was at present under half the 
British “strength, and, however much it 
might grow in future years, the 
British Government would take care 
to keep pace with it. He quoted 
trustworthy figures to show that the 
‘German menace’’ is not so great, nor 
the British Air Force so unprepared, as 
the alarmists have imagined. Thus the 
debate, unlike so many debates on the 
subject of war, has reassured the public 
mind by §ringing the whole question into 
the open. There have been reasonable 
grounds for fear, and Germany has been 
responsible for them no less by her secrecy 
than by the fact that she is arming. Since 
she left the League of Nations other 
countries have been almost completely 
ignorant of her military preparations, and 
the lack of knowledge has given rise to 
many wild guesses. The debate in the 
House of Commons, by supplying facts to 
the public, should do much to ease the 
tension.

The Tidy Felon 


A few days ago the Commissioner of the 
New York Police was infuriated by the 
sight of a carefully dressed suspect adorn- 
ing the ranks of a “‘ line-up.’’ It seemed 
little short of criminal to the Commis- 
sioner that this gangster had passed 
through the process of being arrested and 
retained his full complement of arms, 
legs, ears and teeth. The Commissioner 
believed that the police had but an ám- 
perfect idea of their duties. In order to 
arrest a man in the fullest sense of the 
word a certain ferocity must be employed, 
so that prisoners who regained their 
liberty through uncalled for humani- 
tarianism on the part of the judge should 
have something to tell their children, if 
they survived their leave-taking with the 
police. In the opinion of the Commis- 
sioner, sufficient publicity for the “all-in '' 
method of arrest would rid the city of 
much of its gangster population without 
undue exertion on the part of the 
authorities. America, afflicted as she is 
with so many Sicilians with get-rich-quick 
schemes, may be pardoned for this sugges- 
tion; but one shudders to think of the 
effect of a similar order issued to the Civic 
Guards. The pleasantly stimulating 
business of finding a parking place any- 
where near Grafton street on a Saturday 
morning would lose all its charm. Usually 
the motorist starts by drawing up in a 
position which he suspects is forbidden, 
and, in order to make sure, he waits for 
the arrival of the police. The motorist 
then states his case, which is based 
invariably on the assertion that he did. 
not know; the Guard, welcoming the 
diversion from the ordinary round of his 
duties, replies in a fat and jocular 
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contest anuch refreshed, bewerer, the 
American sit “ui ponte the first 
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Air Service pilot 
set out into the iinpenetrable fog, and, 
flying blind -the whole way, eventually 
reached Speke, where he re-fuelled, and 
then continued his journey, to arrive 
at Kildonan exactly on time. For a 
private air service, without the advantages 
of directional wireless, or floodlit aero- 
dromes, this was indeed a triumph, and 
all praise is due to the pilot, and to the 
organisers of the flight. Besides being a 
notable achievement, however, this flight 
is of importance inasmuch as it 
marks the comparative ease with which 
the journey by air from England can be 
made. Now that it has been demon- 
strated that there are no insuperable 
obstacles to be overcome in running an 
aeroplane to time between Ireland and 
England, surely we can be deprived no 
longer of a regular service. Every other 
country of importance has her own air- 
lines, and, although our need for internal 
communication is not so urgent, we must, 
for our increased prosperity, provide a 
means by which business men can make 
the return journey between Dublin and 
London in one day, instead of three. 


SAAR PLEBISCITE 
PRECAUTIONS 


PASSPORTS AND 
IDENTITY CARDS

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
SAARBRUECKEN, Thursday. 


No unauthorised persons are to be allowed 
in the Saar at the time of the plebiscite, 
according to the latest decrees of the 
Governing Commission. From December 1 
onwards only persons with passports or 
identity cards will be admitted to the 
Saar district, Those who are admitted 
must present themselves to the police 
within twenty-four hours of their arrival, 
and, if intending to remain more than a 
week, must obtain a residence permit. 
Passports and identity cards will be 
stamped at the frontier, and a list of their 
bearers will be drawn up. 

These provisions do not apply to Saar 
residents, persons residing on the frontier, 
and members of thé Diplomatic Corps. 
After December 27 these measures will be 
made stricter. Between that date and Jan- 
uary 25 foreigners wishing to enter the 
Saar must provide themselves with a 
special permit issued by the Saar authori- 

es 

Infractions of this rule will entail a 
maximum fine of 750 francs.

A feature of the house 
is the swimming bath, which is decorated 
with portraits of regency “ bucks”’ and 
their ladies, while the water is lit with 
electricity from the sides and so well 
heated that a swim can be taken at any 
time. 
Civil Aviation

frontier is.closed, and that demonstrations 
against the bitter exhausting war with 
Paraguay have broken out at La. Paz, 
Oruro, and other Bolavian cities. 


GRAVE MATTERS 


The Vice-President, Dr. Jose Lis 
Tejada Sorzano, who is reported to have 
assumed supreme power, has admitted that 
President Salamanca is on a visit to the 
south-eastern war front in the Gran Chaco, 
and that during his absence “ grave 


matters of State demand urgent solution.” 

The President had gone to the front to 
effect a change in the high command of 
the army, because of its recent failures 


against the Paraguayan forces. 

Phe presént disturbed state of affairs is 
said to be dune to discontent in the army 
at the composition of the present Cabinet. 

The President’s visit to the Chaco was, 
therefore, hazardous. It is now stated that 
Sefior Tejada Sorzano will form a Cabinet 


of National Union, including the chiefs of 
il parties. He has renewed diplomatic 
efforts among the neighbouring Powers 
to secure a negotiated peace with Para- 
guay. The situation in which he has 
taken over the leadership is grave ; for the 
Paraguayan forces are now engaged 1m a 


fierce attempt to widen the breach in the 
Bolivian line which they recently forced 
at the fort of Canada El Carmen. If they 
succeed they will be able to encircle the 


bulk of the Bolivian Army. 


PARAGUAY’S CLAIMS 


Paraguay claims to have. inflicted 
further serious defeats on the Bolivian 
forces on the Chaco front in the last two 
or three weeks; to have captured various 


important positions, and to have made 
of prisoners. The Bolivian 
Army, which is largely composed of Indian 
natives, has in the two years’ war ex- 
perienced the greatest sufferings and 
losses. The nature of the terrain and 
ate is such that the ordinary priva- 
tions. and horrors of war have been 
tremendously enhaneed.

Andrew Dunne, of Cooleragh, Robertstown, 
Co. Kildare, sued Robert ‘Plunkett, of 
Dringan terrace, Dun Laoghaire, to recover 
damages for personal injuries, which he 
alleged he sustained throngh the negligence 
of the defendant in the driving and manage- 
ment of a motor car at Palmerstown, County 
Dublin, on October 20th, 1935. | 

The defendant denied negligence and 
pleaded contributory negligence on the part 
of the plaintiff. : 

The plaintiff, replying to hrs counsel, Mr. 
C. Casey (instructed by Messrs, R.. Greene 
and Sons), stated that he was a turf-factor. 
His net earnings were £4 a week after paying 
three men who helped him in cutting the 
turf. On the night of October 20th, 1933, he 
was the last one of four turf carts on the 
road to Dublin. About 9 o’clock they reached 
the Palmerstown district, he leading his horse 
by the head. He had 4 candle lamp on his 
cart. They were all four on their left-hand 
side of the road when he saw the light of the 
approaching motor car a short distance away. 

he crash followed immediately, and he was 
knocked down and a wheel passed over his 
body. He was taken to hospital, where he 
was detained for five weeks, Since then he 
was not able to work. 

Patrick Grace, Patric’: Dunne (plaintiff's 
brother) and Matthew Rock, who formed 
part of the convoy on the occasion. gave evi- 


‘| dence in support of the plaintiff's case, 


Dr. Arthur Chance stated that he saw the 

laintiff at Steevéns’s Hospital on October 

lst, 1935. He was suffering much pain and 

a rib in his left side was fractured. He de- 
veloped bronchitis, pneumonia and jaundice, 
and was very ill. On the 25th November he 
was discharged, but he was not fit to work. 

The defendant, in answer to his counsel, 
Mr. Kevin Dixon (instructed by | Messrs. 
O hUadhaigh, Little and Proud), said that he 
was a commercial traveller and that he was 
driving from Mullingar. He did not see the 
turf carts until the accident occurred. -He 
then saw the plaintiff | ing on the sidewalk, 
and he and a friend took him to the hospital. 

Mr. Robert W. Ladley, commercial travel- 
ler, stated that he was a passenger on Mr. 
Plunkett's car from Mullingar on the date 
named. He saw no light on the plaintiff's 
cart, and he did not know that Mr. Plunkett 
could have done more than he did to avoid 
the accident, 

Dr. David G. White said that the plaintiff 
on the 14th July, 1934, had a fractured rib 
and he had difficulty in bending his back, 
and complained of deattied in the left ear. 
Witness was of the opinion that the majority 
of his troubles was cue to nervousness. Wit- 
ness was of opi*.on that Dunne would be 
able to resume his normal work in six weeks,

THREE POINTS | 


Now there are only three points to consider 
in connection with air travel that might

(i) Fear of the air i 

(ii) Flying at very great heights 3 

(iii) Excessive. motion in rough weather 
leading to acute sickness. 

Let me take these separately— 

Passengers about to experience their first 
flight may ask themselves: Shall I be afraid 
when I am divorced from all contact with 
the earth? The answer is that actual fear 
in a modern air liner is one of the rarest 
sensations known, and in the vast majority 
of cases can be completely disregarded. The 
situation is one of absorbing interest, quite 
free from any element likely to induce shock 
in any form. Sensations of instability are, 
for all practical purposes, nil. 


AT HIGH ALTITUDES 


Generally speaking, no passenger-carrying 
aeroplane normally ascends above 7,000 feet-— 
a height which can be entirely disregarded 
from a physical standpoint. Where high 
mountain ranges have to be surmounted and 
an ascent to greater altitude has to be made, 
a ‘ceiling,’ as it is named, of 12,000 to 
14,000 feet need cause no alarm. The essential 
altitudes over any route can always be ascer- 
tained, and where found to be very abnormal 
a passenger with a weak heart might care 
to discuss the matter with his or her doctor 
who.is familiar. with the case.

and can use this as a guide, Very acute 
sickness may certainly throw a strain u 
the general system, but here length of time 
of experience is important, and aerial trans- 
port is fast and the journey soon over. Also, 
by picking seasons for travel rough journeys 
may almost always be avoided. 


NEVER ABOVE 11,000 FEET 


We should like to add that, with regard 
to paragraph above, the altitude at which 
our air liners fly never exceeds 11,000 feet, 
and that very rarely is it necessary to ap- 
proach this height. 

Air transport has an advantage ssed 
by no other means of travel in that it is 
possible, by choosing a suitable altitude—and 
in some cases altering the course—to avoid 
storm centres and fly in a calm atmosphere. 
It must be remembered, too, that large Dyed 
senger-carrying air liners, such as are used by 
Imperial Airways, are very much less suscep- 
tible to motion than are smaller aircraft. In 
fact, it is extremely rare for passengers tra- 
velling in our air liners to experience any dis- 
comfort from this cause.

RULER TO VISIT CALCUTTA 


The ruler of what is, perhaps, the least- 
known State in the world will pay an official 
visit to Calcutta, where he will meet the 
Viceroy and be a guest at Government 
House, writes Reuter. He is the Maharaja of 
Bhutan, an independent State on the borders 
of India and Tibet, and the visit will take 
place in December. 

No European is permitted to enter Bhutan. 
There are no roads, railways, telephones or 
telegraphs—but the community is reputed to 
be a very happy one, with an old and flourish- 
ing culture. Bhutanese brass, copper and 
silver-ware, often studded with semi-precious 
stones, is notable for its fine workmanship. 

The foreign affairs of Bhutan are con- 
trolled by the Government of India, and its 
rulers have for long been on tetms of the 
greatest friendship with Great Britain. Dur- 
‘ung the War the then Maharaja contributed 
most generously to the War Relief Fund. 
The present ruler ascended the throne in 
1926, when he was twenty-one years of 
age.

DROVERS’ CLAIMS 


Unless a settlement is reached in the mean- 

time, the December Fat Cattle Shew at Balls- 
bridge next week may be affected by a dispute 
between the Dublin cattle-drovers and the 
Cattle Salesmen’s Association. 
A strike notice has been served on behalf 
of the men by the Irish Seamen's and Port 
Workers’ Union, who threaten also an 
embargo on the export of cattle next week, 
if a conference is not held in connection with 
the questions at issue.

Some of the cattlemen, however, belong to 
other unions, and it is not yet known if they 
will be affected, but it is understood that a 
stoppage would involve also dockers and sea- 
men. 


DUBLIN SEAMEN’S 
GRIEVANCE 


Once again there is unrest among Irish 
seamen, due this time to the fact that mem- 
bers‘ of the Irish Seamen’s and Port 
Workers’ Union were prevented from rejom- 
ing their ship at Glasgow during the present 
week. Although notified by the chief officer 
that they were to present themselves to sign 
on, the men found, when they had made the 
journey, that the vessel was to be manned 
completely by members of the National 
Union of Seamen. 

A. meeting of the Seamen’s Committee in 
Dublin has decided that, even at the risk 
of tying up the Port, decisive action must 
be taken with a view to finding employment 
for Irish seamen on the vessels engaged in 
the Irish Trade.

The men hold that the understanding re- 
garding recognition of the Insh card in re- 
turn for recognition of the card of the 
English Union has not been fulfilled by the 
National Union of Seamen, and that the 
Irish Union is free to demand that only 
members of the Irish Seamen’s and Port 
Workers’ Union shall be signed on in the 
Irish Free State until the unemployed are 
absorbed.

CUT-THROAT TRADING 


Regarding a resolution passed at the 
National Conference, a week ago, regarding 
wine licences, the irman stated that the 
better cla®s chemists did not seek those 
licences. They were gatisfied with the busi- 
ness attaching to their own profession. Many 
of the smaller ones, however, actually came 
into existence immediately after the ing 
of the Act of 1927, and they were doing in- 
calculable harm. 

The question of prices had engaged the at- 
tention of the Committee continually, and 
every effort had been made to get traders to 
hold firm to the principle of getting a price 
that would leave a living profit. There was a 
considerable number who would not listen to 
reason in that matter, but he hoped that 
certain causes which contributed to the main- 
tenance of that cut-throat method of tradin 
would be sooner or later removed. One o 
those causes was the “' tied ” house system, 
which was growing’ perceptibly in the 
Metropolis. 

Mr. P. Hedigan, who seconded the adoption 
of the report, said that when one bore in 
mind that 25 per cent. of the national revenue 
came from their trade and kindred trades—the 
retail licence-holders in the State being the 
unpaid tax collectors—one was justified in 
expecting a little more space in national news- 
papers.

HOTEL LICENCES 


Senator C. Kennedy proposed a resolution 
which stated that in any licensing bill that 
might be introduced in the future affecting 
the trade a section would be inserted so as 


licences, which had been granted in recent 
years to the detriment of the trade and the 
injury of individuals who had to pay large 
sums of money for the rights which had been 
anted free. The facility of obtaining these 
cences was against the public interest, and 
before entertaining such an application the 
Circuit Judge should be satisfied that a “live” 
seven-day licence in the same licensing area 
as that in which the premises seeking the 
hotel licence was situate was extinguished. 
The resolution was adopted. 


OPERATION OF CLUBS 


Another resolution, proposed by Mr. J. J. 
Higgins and seconded by Mr, P. McGovern, 
was passed. It was as follows :—‘‘ That this 
meeting. seeks legislation restricting the 
operations of clus, and putting them in 
the same position as licensed houses both in 
regard to sale or consumption, and also that 
they be made subject to the same supervision 
by the Civic-Guards es licensed houses; that, 
as in the Metropolitan area there are at 
eo sixty-four licensed clubs, no new club 
icence be granted, or, in the alternative, that 
in connection with any application for a 
licence for a new club not alone the number, 
of licensed clubs, but also the number of 
public-house licences in the vicinity, be a 
ground of objection to such application.”’ 

The Chairman asked the members to sup- 
port the candidature of Mr. J. J. Higgins, 
one of their members, who was standing for 
election to the Port and Docks Board.

CANCELLATION OF 
SUNDAY SERVICE 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Cap- 
tain Ramsay (Conservative) asked the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade whether he was 
aware that, in regard to the cancellation of 
Divine Service, owing to the presence of 
Soviet authorities in the Cunard liner, 
Carinthia, on Sunday, August 12, a state- 
ment had been issued by the company which 
suggested that the cancellation only took 
place at short notice on Sunday morning, 
owing to the sudden arrival of the Soviet 
authorities, whereas there was definite evi- 
dence that the notice cancelling the Service 
was posted at 9.45 p.m. on Saturday, and 
well a get from the company a definite 
statement on the subject? 

Mr. Runciman replied that this was not 
a matter with which his Department was 
officially concerned. If Captain Ramsay de- 
sired to pursue the matter, he suggested that 
he should communicate with the company 
direct. 

Captain Ramsay—Is it not the concern of 
the Minister that ships in the mercantile 
marine should give normal facilities to British 
passengers to attend Divine Service? 

No answer was given.

A SURVIVOR’S STORY 


‘After hearing from a survivor, Albert 
Samuel (35), the thrilling story of his escape, 
Sir Henry Walker, the Chief Inspector of 
Mines, who is conducting the inquiry into the 
cause of the Gresford colliery disaster, said 
to him yesterday —” All I can say is, I can 
congratulate you on being here and not down 
that pit.” 

There were 265 lives lost in the disaster, 
and yesterday was the eighteenth day of the 
inquiry, which is being held at Wrexham. 

amuel said that after thirty men met and 
went to a junction, he was in a party of six 
which ‘‘fanned”’ itself along towards the 
ladders, having arranged for the others to 
follow. “ When we got.to the top of the 
ladders we decided we would all stick to- 
ether,” he said. . “ We all shook hands and 
ad a rest, and then pushed on again.” » 

Later they came across the body of a man 
and a group of three or four more bodies. 
He was bringing up the rear of his party, 
and when he looked behind he could not see 
anyone following.

FINANCIAL PROBLEM | 
IN INDIA 


PROVINCIAL AND CENTRAL is 
POLICY a 


The financial side of the Indian question 
was discussed by Lord Eustace Percy, a 
member of the Joint Select Committee, at a 


meeting of M.P.’s at the House of Commons E 
last. night. 
He said that the importance of the financial 


roblem in India was that it was used in 
Lord Salisbury’s amendment to the report 
as an argument against any reform of the 
Central Government, and in the report itself | 


was an argument in favour of giving a 
measure of financial responsibility to Indian 
Ministers at the centre. It was admitted 
by all that some transter of revenue from 
the Central Government to the provinces was 
necessary under the existing condition of 
India. 

The crux of the financial problem lay in 
Rravince autonomy. Even if the Central 
rovernment could find an extra two million 
pounds for distribution among the provinces, 
that would be universally regarded by the 
provinees as whollv insafficient for their 
autonomous needs, The centre of interest of 
all the provinces for years to come would, 
therefore, lie in the financial and economic 
policy of the Central Government. 

At present the policy of that Government 
was directed largely to the use of tariffs for 
protective purposes, not for revenue. That 
was an instance of the problem which would : 
intimately affect every Provincial Govern- I 
ment. 

It was in this sphere that some means of 
reconciliation must be found between pro- 
vincial and central policy, and the longer he 
had examined this beola the more con- 
vinced he had become that the means of re- 
conciliation lay in giving to a Central Legis- 
lature directly representing the provincial 
Legislatures some responsibility for economic 
and fiscal’ policy,
